not lacking in bravery and devotion to 
duty in the hour of danger and even in 
the face of death. 


There is mourning within the White 


City to-night, for the blackened rem- 
nants of humanity full of life but yes- 
terday are lying beneath the water- 
soaked wreck or stretched out in the 
morgue outside the gates. The loss of 
property will probably amount to $650,- 
000, but no one except those who have 
suffered financially is thinking of the 
money loss. 


The sun was shining its brightest 


from a blue sky at 1:80 o'clock this af- 
ternoon, and the pleasux'e-seeking peo- 
ple passed under the shadow of the 
cold storage warehouse. Suddenly a 
a boy, "VVm. Sheppard, son of the guide- 
book pxiblieher, saw a tongue of flame 
escaping from the cupola or observa- 
tory,'which Is. the topmost section of 
the.xvarehouse. From, the ground to 
that first flame there were 380 feet of 
space. The boy gave tho alarm, and 
in a few minutes the heroes of the fire 
stations at the Casino and the Terminal 
depot'came dashing ttlotig With hose 
cart, engine and hook and' ladder,;' 
many alas that never returned alive. . 


The altitude of the blazing tower.; 


and, its isolation from the roof made 
the ,wovk of the fireiueq hazardous and 
Blew,from, the start.. Befqrp the men. 
got to xv'ork several painters, electric 
light men and others employed in the' 
building ascended! by the elevators to 
the main roof and afterward cliinbed:

They found the fire had gone too far 
to be smothered by the chemicals at.

dered Sergt. Douglass to take eight 
men xxp to the blazing .tower and aid, 
the firemen. The sergeant gave his 
superior officer one look, sneh a one as 
the officers of the light brigade atBala-

'charge in the midst of roaring Russian 
cannon. But the sergeant Went, and 
eight guards followed to do their duty. 
By a strange chance all. are . alive to- 
night and mourn the loss of brave com- 
rades. .

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Not so with the firemen. They went 


out on the roof and hauled up .the hose 
with ropes to the .first story of the 
tower on the south side of the ware- 
house. 'Others rushed txp the spiral 
stairway to the landing next the blar-; 
ing top and lowered ropes on three 
sides to the men below to attach the 
hose. Dntil this time the flre resem- 
bled the flaming mouth of a small 
blast furnace, and at a distance there 
seemed to be no danger. The experi- 
enced eye of Chief Murphy, in com- 
mand of the World's fair fire depart- 
ment, failed to suspect any danger to 
his men when he ordered them to go 
to the tower be!6w the blaze. But, he 
sent nearly all of them to a death, the 
horror and agony of which no human 
tongue or pen can describe. Those 
few moments of realisation that the

where the first of those awful leaps 
could be seen. Strong men wept and 
became hysterical. They cried aloud 
for God to save those poor souls. They 
fefl on their knees and prayed to God 
that all might not perish. Women 
cdnld be seen everywhere fainting and 
wringing their hands, turning away 
their faces and crying at the sickening 
sight. Aa Intramural train facing the 
fiery spectacle had to be stopped by 
some of the women on board fainting 
and becoming hysterical. 


But worse was to follow. No sooner 


had one man struck the roof than an- 
other leaped from the tower before the 
horrified gaze of the spectators. His 
body kept straight feet-down until 
near the roof when he turned a.somer- 
sault, and a second cry of horror came 
from thousands of throats. The two 
ropes on 'the north side'of the toxver 
where the doomed men were huddled

The last man on tlie .tower died the 


hero's death: among all those heroes 
who faqe.d/U»e;furnaee below.

When the tower toppled , over there 


was no hope of saving any who-had 
not been taken ofE the roof. The 
bodies .on striking1 ha<l become im- 
bedded nearly three feet in the gravel 
and tar between tin xvooden joists, and 
only a few could be taken to a place of 
safety before the great central tower 
crashed over. 


The most sublime deed of heroism 


was performed by three firemen in an 
attempt to save the life of their su- 
perior officer whom they loved, C«pt. 
Jan Fifepatrtck, the assistant fire chief 
at the fair. He was on tha roof when 
the tower fell over without warning and 
his log was broken, being- crushed by 
falling timbers.

tecture ever collated by human energy 
and genius. Yesterday the attendance 
was 43,523, including 2,644 children. 
It is true that this shows a decrease 
of only 5.283 from the record ol 
the 
preceding 
Sunday, 
while the 


oorrespouding 
decrease 
for 
Satur- 


day was 
12,112, and the natural 
July drop observable in all exposition 
figures is noticeable throughout the 
week. Bnt yesterday the Journal sent 
its reporters to all the public parks to 
observe it the working classes were avoid- 
ing these as they did the Exposition. 
Their report is that Lincoln, Humboldt, 
Qarueld and Douglas Parks were never 
fuller than yesterday. 
The working 


Classes fairly swarmed to those conve- 
nient tree public resorts. At Washington 
Park, which lies just west of the Midway 
Plaisanoe 
entrance to the World's 


Fair, thsre was an ordinary midsummer 
Sunday attendance. Thousands roamed 
and lounged about ita groves and green 
meadows, with the broken root line ot 
the beautiful white city temptingly 
before their eves, the great Ferris wheel 
revolving in the foreground and the 
gatsa open to all with 60 or 25 oants for a 
ticket * * * Then his been a fall 
test ol the sentiment ol the working 
Classes of Chicago on this subject. They 
have declared in the moat significant 
manner possible that they do not demand 
that the World'a Fair be open on Sunday. 
How let it lie closed out of considera- 
tion for the scruples of those who 
affirmatively 
ask it. Hereafter it will 


not be competent for the working classed 
to say that any ot their rights or oppor- 
tunities have been abridged by closing 
Jackson Park on Sunday. He who neg- 
leote to take advantage ot Die privilege!

THE ASIATIC PLAQUE. 


Dr. Walter Kemputer Givea the 


Result Of His Studies on 


Prevention. 


Dr. Walter Eempster, who for some 


time past has baen traveling about sa 
the accredited agent of the United 
States government tor the study 'of chol- 
era and its prevention, is approaching 
the completion ot his voluminous and 
important report 
His mission was 


mainly to study the means ot preventing 
the disease. The investigation ot us 
medical aspect was only a secondary 
point. 


Speaking generally of the results ot 


his investigation Dr. Kempater said: 
"The prevention of cholera is not a 
theory, bnt an absolute scientilio cer- 
tainty. To find ont what the European 
powers are doing was one ot my pur- 
poses. One of the most important ob- 
jeolfi was to investigate the commerce by 
which cholera germs might be imported 
to this country, to find so far ss possible 
whence and bow they might be brought, 
and what precautions would best prevent 
their coming. Many seaport towns were 
visited for this purpose. I traveled over 
a large part ot Europe, went to Egypt 
and Turkey and visited the Ionian 
Islands. 
Ilie superior system ot the 


European powers for dealing with the 
matter is apparent. 
Appropriations 


which would be oonsideied here very 
liberal are made to the schools and scien- 
tists who are best qualified to carry on 
the work. 


"The home of cholera, as everybody 


knows, is in India. Every seventh year, 
when the Mohammedans indulge in their 
pilgrimage to Mecca, a wave of cholera 
is started abroad which reaches an im- 
portant part of the world. No doubt 
their religions pilgrimages are praise- 
worthy from their moral point of view, 
bnt it is rather hard that the rest of the 
world, even as far off as America, should 
be made to suffer the effects of them. 
Great Britain holds the key to the situ- 
ation. Ifehe would restrain the pil- 
grims from coming across the Suez cana 
Co Mecca there would be comparatively 
little danger of a cholera invasion of 
Europe. Bnt her interests oppose each 
a solution of the problem. Her snptem 
acy in India is assured only eo long as 
she humors the religions customs ot the 
natives." 
Dr. Eempster holds that it is possible 


to keep the cholera from a city when the 
surrounding towns are tainted or to 
keep it from any house in an infectec 
city. Bnt the expense is great, and the 
trouble exceeds the expense. 
In illne 


trationnt this he told ot a Louse in Ham 
burg which was barred from the outside 
world during the plague. 
AU the pro 


visions were taken in on a hooked pul< 
the food cooked at once and the 
wrappings burned. 
All inmates of the 


I house escaped safely, although men were 
dropping down and dying m the streets 
outside. 
By proper precautions every 


physician who worked in the hospitals ee- 
>apsd the disease. 
"Cholera must be eaten," remarked the 


doctor, putting it epigrammitioally. 
"It 


cannot be absorbed or breathed. 
The 


germs must be taken into the stomach. 
If people realize this and govern them- 
selves accordingly they can escape, in 
caae the germs should reach this country.

When the long and cold winter settles 


on the Arctic regions the land aniin Us 
are chiefly conspicuous by their absen se, 
and were it not for the flsh, which can- 
not get awny, the natives would SUP sly 
starve to death.

lines of hammocks the fish are sure to 
be plenty.

hole and enough line unreeled to k 'ep 
them just clear of the bottom, where 
the fish are playing about 
The reel is 


held iu the right hand, and serves a 4 a 
short rod, while the scoop is held in the 
left hand and used to keep the bole 
clear of the scum of new ice, which, of 
course, is constantly forming. The line 
is kept in constant motion, jerked up 
quickly a short distance, and then al- 
lowed to drop back, so that the little 
fish that are nosing about the wt ite 
"jigs," after the manner of codfish, ire 
hooked in the jaw. 


As soon as the fisherman feels a Ish 


on his hook, he catches up a bight of 
the line with his scoop and another be- 
low this with his reel, and thus re ela 
up the line on these two sticks in loose 
coils until the fiah is brought to the 
surface, when a skillful toss throws, 
him off the barbless hook on the ice, 
where he gives one convulsive flap und 
Instantly freezes solid. The elartlc 
whalebone line is thrown off tho sticks 
without tangling, and paid out through 


10 hole again for another trial. If ash 
ro not fonnd plenty at the first hale, 
le fisherman shifts his ground untl he 
strikes a school." They are some- 
mes so plenty that they may be caught 
fast as they can be hauled up. One 


woman will bring In upward of a 
ushel of little fish— they are genert-lly 
bout five or six inches long— from a 
Ingle day's fishing. 
This fishing lasts until the mlddl s of 


May, when the ice begins to aof ten. A 
ood many are also caught along the 
bora in November, in about a fool of 
water, when there are no tide-cracks In 
the ice.

• short time. The appropriation for 
lighting purposes tor this jrsar made no 
provision for the purchase ol another 
dynamo, and without an extra dynam* 
we cannot supply extra lamps, which at 
wholesale cost f 12 each, not counting 
the expense for win and poles. 
This 


year the oommittee will us* all of th* 
appropriation possible in repairing tbe 
plant. Th* wires are not in good shape 
and must be repaired. The people will 
have to wait until another year for more 
drop lights.

"But I tott yon there are some thing* 
that some tabscripers do not know; ia 
fact, you may say lots of things that 
lota of them do not know, and if they 
would come up And look at the ex- 
change room they would understand 
things that occasionally vex them now. 


"Now, for instance, a man comes to 
the phone in a hurry and (rives a vio- 
lent ring. Well, his operator has thir- 
teen out of the fourteen pairs of cords 
on her desk in itae and don't have a 
chance to answer fcr a few seconds, 
and Mr, Han rings violently and con- 
tinuously for a whole minute. Does he 
startle the whole room and call partic- 
ular attention to his demand? Not ex- 
actly. The little drop on the board 
falls quietly from his number and we 
don't hear Any of his ringing, and what 
is more, his call can't be answered till 
he quiets down, 
"This is the way it works; watch that 


operator. You see she has art upright 
board in front of her full of numbered 
holes, one for every telephone in the 
service, and on the ledge below the 
boles are fourteen pairs of cords" with 
metal ends like shoe laces, and each 
pair of cords serves to make the connec- 
tion between a pair of subscribers, so 
that an operator can have twenty-eight 
people in conversation on her switch- 
board at once. 
, 


"Now," below the cords on the switch- 


board are numbers that correspond to 
the subscribers on the operator's list, 
an average of 135 to each girl, so a girl 
is kept busy attending to them. Each 
number is covered by a blank disk on 
hinges, and the slightest touch on the 
bell on your 'phone makes' the disk over 
your number fall down. Bat no matter 
how hard you ring the operator does' 
not hear it She just sees the number, 
throws down a'little lever that con- 
nects yonr 'phone with a pair of office 
cords, and then says, 'Number please?' 
You give her the number and she sticks 
the metal-tipped cords into the num- 
bered hole you called for and rings upj 
the man you wanted by pressing a but- 
ton. The 'central' Is out of the conver- 
sation till you hang up your receiver 
and 'ring oft" This drops a red disk 
over your number, and 'central* knows 
she can cut off and have the connecting 
cords ready for the next call. 


"But" when the operator shoves the 


cord tips into a hole and hears a 'click, 
click,' she knows an operator at one of 
the other boards has a subscriber talk- 
ing on that line, and then she says: 
"Can't get them now; lino is busy," 
This is what makes ii great many peo- 
ple mad, They think 'central' means 
she is too busy to attend to them, and 
they put it down to n novel or a sweet 
heart every time. 


"The greatest trouble the subscriber 


has is usually in getting at the wrong 
range from his 'phone. Four inches is 
the right distance. We had a man call 
In here the other day that his 'phone 
was out of order. The chief operator 
asked him how far he was standing 
from it, and he aaid: 
" •Oh, about a yard.' 
" 'Come up closer,' said the operator. 
" 'Why,' said the man, 'I've got my 


aose right in the thing now.' 


"The girls have all been wanting to 


see that man ever since. 


"We are kept pretty busy the most of 


the time. The girls work on eight-hour 
stretches, and average one thousand 
calls a day, and there are thirty-two 
operators employed altogether, some of 
whom are on all night, though that 
work takes fewer than during the day. 


We have to keep posted on all sorts 


of news, and during the baseball sea- 
son half of our afternoon calls are to 
tell what Is the score, and it is the same 
with the football games. We turn in a 
good many of the fire alarms, and gave 
the White house the first news on the 
election returns. 
"The subscribers are almost without 


exception very nice and courteous to 
UB, and I think they would be even less

Indian chess or "chavtaranga," la- 


played with a rajah, a* elephant, a 
home and » ship and four foot 
soldiers, corresponding to a- king, a 
castle, a knight and a bishop) and four 
pawns; and there are tour player* 
Bach player faces hie partner and 
places his pieces ia the order of ship, 
pone, elephant and rajah, beginning-* 
at the left-hand corner, the four foot 
soldiers being of coarse in front. Part- 
ners are thus on the opposite diagonals. 
The players move in the order of tlie 
sun. The tactics of the game, appar- 
ently from the, "Bhaviabya Purana," 
ore not to attack your opponent, who 
has just played, as would be done in 
double chess, but to obstruct the oppo- 
nent who has to play next. The game 
is distinguished from double chess by 
marked variations. ,Thare U no queen 
and the ship or bishop is "lame"—can 
only move two squares at a time, though 
he can hop over an intervening piece if 
he Hkes. Moreover, a player cam take 
hfs partner's rajah if things are not go- 
ing well, and to assume command of 
both armies; and if both sides have lost 
» rajah they can be restored by mutual 
consent 


The game is thus pervaded by a mili- 


tary spirit, though not so stiff but that 
the opening moves are made by the aid 
of dice. In this early game the rajah 
could be taken, but he can always, if 
all the other pieces are taken, retire 
with the honors of war and draw. 


Chinese chess must claim our admira- 


tion by the manner in which the con- 
ception of a military game has been 
elaborated so as to conform with the 
realities of warfare. 
The board U 


divided by an Imaginary river, which 
the elephant and the king may not 
cross. The pieces are placed on the in- 
tersections of the lines, not on the 
spaces. The king or general, with his. 
two. guards, must keep to a square of 
nine points in the center of his side, 
with diagonal lines from corner to cor- 
ner, along which the guards may move, 
the king moving only forward or side- 
ways or backward; the other pieces 
may enter this fortress and pass. 
through it 


The most characteristic piece of Chi- 


nese chess, however, is the cannon, 
which, like our castle, cannot move 
without lumping over a piece, so that- 
not only is the attack most formidable 
and unexpected but it must be resisted, 
else it is helpless. 
"The prettiest 


checkmate," 
says 
Mr. 
Falkener, 


"is with two cannons in line." Here 
the second cannon gives check, and the 
"king must move, for If another piece be, 
inserted the first cannon gives check. 
Now, we may allow that if the elephant 
is net supposed to cross the river, no- 
more should the cannon, for the first 
named is really the maet capable of the 
feat; but the genius of the piece lies in 
the imitation of cannon in warfare— 
its range, the firing over bodies of 
troops and its liability to capture. 
Japanese chess is too complicated for 


us to describe. Not only are there at 
great number of pieces and moves, but- 
their value changes; for instance, oni 
reaching the enemy's camp promotion 
ensues and captured pieces are re-en- 
tered under various conditions. 
In 


fact, the game demands, if that wen! 
possible, more undivided attention than' 
European chess and in its provisions 
and contingencies, especially the last, 
is strictly military. The pieces, agree- 
able to the enrolling of prisoners, are" 
all of one color. Chess has always held 
considerable position in Japan. 
It 


flourished during the- Shogunate and 
again, after the revolution, is being re- 
vived. A grand tourney was held last 
year at Tokio. 
The Burmese game seems to be rather 


a heavy variety of chess, the peculiari- 
ty of it being that a pawn "queens" 
when it strikes an imaginary diagonal 
line drawn from tho player's left-hand 
corner to the right-hand corner in front 
of him (his opponent's left-hand corner). 
The pieces are massed on the player's 
right hand, but the three privileged 
pawns—there are only three allowed to1 
'queen"—can only "queen" when the' 
queen lias been taken. We should say 
here that no piece equivalent to our 
queen really exists in eastern chess, the 
most powerful piece being equivalent 
to our rook or castle. In the Burmese 
game the privilege of translation con- 
fers no higher rank on a piece than 
that of "chekoy"—called queen in Eu- 
ropean equivalence by virtue of its be- 
ing unique—a piece having scarcely 
more power than a pawn. TJhe usual 
move of the piece called "queen" iu all 
oriental varieties of chess is one square 
diagonally, and it is never one of the 
»uperior pieces.—London Spectator,
